MEMORANDUM FOR: Imagery Collection Requirements Subcommittee 
SUBJECT : SAM 1 s 


1. The SAM Category has presented considerable problems for the 
Imagery Collection Requirements Subcommittee Staff in the. past in the proper 
differentiation of operational SAM sites and training sites. The primary cause 
is the fact that most of the SAM sites* which have a training role* also have an 
operational role. When initially detected they have generally been added to the 
COMIREX file as II 1 s. Later coverage may confirm a training function as well 
as an operational function* however* the Staff may not be made aware of this 
fact and the result has been a mixture of SAM/SAM Training Sites in the II and 
1L category. Therefore to insure target deck compatibility and retention of 
historical records on one COMIREX number only, it is recommended that all 
SAM installations be assigned a II COMIREX number whether they have an operational 
training or support function. The sites with a training or support function 
will be readily identifiable by the name, IDHS category and CCRP code. The 
support sites would be additionally identifiable by the COMIREX suffix, i. e« * 

ZA for the SAM Support Facility associated with the particular SAM Complex, 

ZB if more than one support facility, etc. 


2. It is also recommended that the SA-5 sites be assigned to the II 
COMIREX category since it has been agreed this sytem does not have an anti- 
missile role.
